Hr. Aadtraon te Taxpayer* 

“Owners of real estate should not be 
dlseonraged," said Latbrop Aodereon, 
president of the Essex County Tax Board, 
recently, “because this year they are 
forced to assume so Increased burden. 
I am In the class of realty holders my. 
self, and I am not worrying. It may be 
bad enough for us this year, but next 
year things will work out very differ¬ 
ently, and I sbould not wonder If, In 
proportion to the value of property, 
taxes wild be lighter tnan they were last 
year. 

“The equal taiatlon legislation bae 
not yet had Its full application. For one 
thing, we are not receiving this year 
any part of the Increased amount which 
le expected through the Dew method of 
taxtog the railroad main stem. After 
the rate! are determined Id the various 
localities throughout the State, these 
rates ar» forwarded to the State Board, 
which figures out the average and ap¬ 
plies It f;o the main stem. "After this, 
the railroads have a certain time In 
which to pay up and protest, and In the 
meantime the local tax bills are sent 
out. If we oould have tbls railroad 
money Bhla year, the situation would be 
different. T have abounding faith lu the 
equal taxation Idea, providing the men 
behind It are allowed to cany out their 
plans, and I know that In such a case It 
will work out to the satisfaction of us 
all. The taxpayers should not be Impa¬ 
tient, but should look to the future for 
redteea from any present grievance, and 
lend what aid they can to bring about 
the solution of this question, which Is 
of such Importance at all times. A little 
faith Is necessary; that le al>.’’ 

The County Tax Board Is being fairly 
deluged with petitions from small prop¬ 
erty owners requesting a reduction In 
tbelr assessments. How to give them 
all the proper attention Is a matter which 
Is causing much perplexity. The work 
Is very much greater, a member of the 
board tald the other day, than he or hta 
colleagues had anticipated.

Ia view of the agitation previlent 
throughout tbe Ualted States during 
the past year with regard to muolclpal 
ownership, tbe reported Interview in 
Berlin with Mayor McCleilan of New 
York, which appears In the New York 
Commercial of tbe 17th Instant, is of 
psrtloular Interest. Tbe Mayor la 
quoted as saying: 

“ I have kept my eyes wide open for 
evidence of successful municipal opera- 
tloo, particularly In Germany, wbloh Is 
constantly held as an example, but I 
have failed to find It. I have discovered 
conditions In eltlee like Frankfort and 
Dresden, which own tbelr street rail¬ 
roads, which uo American community 
of second rate Importance, to say noth¬ 
ing of New York or Chicago, would 
tolerate. Not only Is the traffic of these 
places Insignificant, judged by Ameri¬ 
can standards, but It Is handled Inade¬ 
quately and Inefficiently. 

“The conditions In Great Britain, 
with the possible exception of Glasgow, 
where our couelo, Mayor Dunne of 
Chicago, has bees taking lessons, are 
even worse than on tbe continent. Tbe 
British tramways act of 1873 gives 
municipalities options upon franchise- 
before tbe franco's‘d exist, and the 
result has been perpetuation of old 
I'ogylsm and tbe stunting of private 
enterprise My European observations 
oonvluce me more than ever that 
municipal operation Is tbe last desper¬ 
ate means wblob ought to be resorted 
to only when private enterprise has 
Absolutely failed.”
